police todav arrested a young girl 
nicknamed "Wanda" who is accused 
of participating in a plot to blow up 
the headquarters of the secret police 
on the Muidavcanal because the 
tor- 
tures bv the 
secret 
police 
have 
.irouspd bitter ieelmg on the part of 
the TC\ olutionists. 


The police say that Wanda had , be- 


come a walking bomb and entered 
the headquarters building in the mid- 
dle ol the day, when it is srenerally 
full of police, wearing the uniform 
of a gendarme officer, lined with gun- 
cotton and carrying powerful bombs. 
Wanda, the police add, hoped 
by 
blowing herself up, to reduce 
the 
entire building to atoms, and kill all 
the officers composing the staff of the 
political police. The plot was discov- 
ered imd the police, in addition to put- 
ting Wanda into custody, arrested 
a 
Jewish tailor in 
whose 
shop 
they 
seized a half ready uniform which 
wns intended for the woman. 


In consequence ol tne murderous 
designs ot the revolutionists tile sec- 
ret police have been scared out 
of 
their present quarters, removing 
to 
an isolated stone building on Kameny 
Island, where an elaborate 
electric 
signal will be installed in order to 
prevent undermining.

indicate 


that the constitution has been adopt- 
ed and the Prohibition cause of the 
constitution, which was 
voted 
on 
separately, has also been ratified, and 
that "the Democratic 
state 
ticket, 


headed by C N. Haskell for governor 
has been elected over the Republican 
State ticket, headed by Frank Frantz 
the present teiritorial Governor of 
Oklahoma. 
The voting 
was 
very 
heavy. 
Several days will elapse be- 


fore the complete returns are in. 
The new State elected five con- 
gressman. 
In the First and Second 
districts the Republicans expected to 
elect the former delegate to Congress, 
McGuire, and ex-Territorial 
Gover- 


nor T. B. Ferguson, respectively. 
The Third, Fourth and Fifth dis- 


tricts the election has been conceded 
to the Democrats. The party's candi- 
dates in the respective districts were: 
James Davenport, H. Carter and Scott 
Ferris. 


The convention that framed 
the 
State Constitution was heavily Demo- 
cratic and the constitution as com- 
pleted was apposed by the Republi- 
cans 
Secretary Tart, speaking recently at 
Oklahoma, advised 
Republicans 
to 


voto against it. >Because of a strong 
desire tor statrhooii, however, the 
Republican party did not attempt to 
defeat the constitution.

out into the gutter with the name of 
'scab.' " He then went on to explain 
that in-Montana foremen were not 
permitted to' be active members of 
the union, being supposed

James Murphy is a 
miner 
who 


originally came fromi Colorado, bjit 
who in common uith all such men. 
has drifted all over the mining coun- 
try f;-om Montana to Old Mexico. 
Last December, while traveling from 
Ogden to Reno, he was injured in a 
collision with a freight train sustain- 
ing a bruise and abrasion 
on 
the 
right shin some t\\ o inches square. 
Considering the injury of small mo- 
ment, he proceeded to 
Reno 
anil 


subsequently to Goldfleld, where he 
worked in the Mohawk mine until 
compelled to com^ to Reno to submit 
to medical treatment for his wound, 
which had developed into a serious 
trouble. He was confined in the hos- 
pital for fix weeks and immediately 
instituted the suit. 


Thfe railroad people's defense was 
that the wound did not receive- prop- 
eil card and that Murp'hy's present 
condition was due to swollen veins 
from which, they asserted, he had 
previously suffered.

Judge Parker was at his best and 


spoke with great force and earnest- 
ness. 
He said in part: 


Opposes Kooscvelt 


"In view of the President, the fed- 
eral government needs an increase of 
power—needs power which was de- 
liberately declined by the States and 
the people when.the national govern- 
ment was created. 
True, there is a 


way to transfer that power from the 
States to the federal government if 
the people wish it, but it may well be 
said that no amount of labor would" 
persuade the people of the States to 
surrender their home rule powers in 
sufficient measure to meet the views 
of the Executive as to national neces- 
sity"These considerations 
have 
had 


weight in determining his announced 
plan to obtain an increase of federal 
power now, not through the action 
of the people, but through -the action 
of the departments of the 'govern- 
ment. 
The States and the people 


undertook bv the national legislature 
to fix tho boundary of each of the 
great departments ot 
the 
govern- 


ment, beyond which, none could pass. 
Upon the Executive, no legislative or 
judicial power was conferred, but he 
was charged to 'Take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed,' and j.o 
'Protect and defend tho Constitution.' 


Federal Invasions 


"By what process of reasoning tlib 


Executive has reached the conclusion 
that, for the various departments of 
the federal government to seize pow- 
ers not granted by the State and the 
epople, is to protect and defend the 
constitution, I know not. 
That 
ho 
must have reached it by some route, 
his character as a man. his career 
as an official and the boldness of his 
advocacy attests. He is not attempt- 
ing to acquire power by deceiving the 


I people. With perfect 
frankness 
he 


' states what he thinks ought to be 
done, a>nd how he proposes it shall 
be done. 
"With equal frankness thoajj_ of us 


who love the Constitution and revere 
not only the memory, but the wis- 
dom of its framers; who believe that 
the powers were wisely distributed 
between the State and the federal 
government, and deem that all past 
(history proves it—should speak.

In reading the address delivered by 


Mr. T. A. Richard, editor of the Min- 
ing and Scientific Press, at the open- 
ing oC the Hearst Memorial Building 
for the mining department of

University of California, one cannot 
but be impressed by the suggestidn 
that, because he cannot hope to be 
in t\\o places at once, no professor of 
mining or metallurgy can hope 
to 


keep in proper touch with the 
de- 


velopment of the arts concerning the 
practice of which he lectures daily. 
He would have two professors, to al- 
ternate bjxyears .in practical observa- 
tion in the mines and at the smelters 
with teaching. 


There is much in this. 
Graduates 


of mining schools, immediately 
on 


leaving their classes, are not as fam- 
iliar with the practice of their pro- 
fession as a law college youth is of his. 
They have to serve an apprenticeship 
at practical mining after leaving the 
school that is too often discouraging 
because it is so far from what 
they 


have 
expected1'. 
They 
possess 
a 


broad, general education, but in. its 
application, not 
infrequently, 
they 


find themselves handicapped by the 
fact that mining has made such tre- 
mendous leaps in advance since their 
text-books were printed. 
Often they 


are humiliated to perceive 
that a 


mucker seems to be better acquainted 
with, some new process than they are. 


This is certainly not the fault of the 


professors, for the mining instructors 
and lecturers are generally capable, 
energetic men. They simply have not 
the time, as Mr. 'Rtcka/d expresses it, 
to be "in two places at once." In the 
circumstances, his tuggestion of two 
professors for every class is, in 
our 


opinion, the first feasible plan,we have 
seen suggested for keeping the min-
